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Council Meets in Worksession 
For Overview of 2009 Budget

Greenbelt City Manager Mi- 
chael McLaughlin and City Trea- 
surer Jeff Williams met with the 
city council in worksession on 
April 2 to provide an overview 
of the proposed budget for Fiscal 
Year 2009 (FY09) and to review 
General Government budgets for 
the city’s administrative services. 

To aid in the review they pro- 
vided handouts of revenue analy- 
sis and line item expense summa- 
ries for the proposed, current and 
past fiscal years. As submitted 
the proposed budget would hold 
expenses within the limit of pro- 
jected revenues and would not 
increase the property tax rate. 

While the tax rate may not go 
up, the budget estimates a healthy 
increase in the dollar amount of 
taxes to be collected in the new 
fiscal year due to the assessed 
valuation of Greenbelt property, 
anticipated to increase by 17 
percent. 

Most homeowners, including 
those residing in condominiums 
and cooperatives and who con- 
tinue to live in the same home, 
can expect a 10 percent increase 
in their assessments and a 10 per- 
cent increase in their city tax bill, 
if the proposed budget is adopted 


with no change in the tax rate. 

Greenbelt property was reas- 
sessed last year by the Mary- 
land Department of Assessments 
and Taxation with a three-year 
phase-in of the new assessments. 
Because property values had sky- 
rocketed, nearly all homes were 
reassessed with an increase of 
more than 30 percent. However, 
under the Homestead Tax Credit 
program, the maximum phase-in 
assessment increase in any one 
year is limited to 10 percent on 
any home that is the owner’s 
primary residence. 

McLaughlin estimates that the 
increased cost for taxpayers with 
a 10 percent assessment increase 
will be $118 a year for a cur- 
rently valued $150,000 home, 
$157 for a $200,000 home, $236 
for a $300,000 home and $314 
for a $400,000 home. 

A state program provides 
grants for eligible lower income 
homeowners to limit the amount 
owed for property tax. This 
year the city has piggybacked 
onto this program to give credits 
on city taxes. Persons seeking 
these grants need only apply 
to the state; if approved by the 
state, owners will automatically 


receive the city grant as well. 
GHI homeowners are also eli- 
gible for these grants, according 
to Williams. 

Property tax is the one signifi- 
cant revenue source that council 
can change in the budget. The 
yleld of a one-cent property tax 
levy for FY09 is estimated to be 
$193,700. This means that for 
every penny council might raise 
the property tax rate for 2009, it 
could authorize additional expen- 
ditures of $193,700. 

On the other hand, should 
council decide to cut budget ex- 
penditures, it could reduce the 
tax rate by a penny for each 
$193,700 in cuts from the budget. 
Similarly, if the city were able to 
find new revenues before budget 
adoption, council could reduce 
the tax rate. 

Undesignated Fund 

McLaughlin does not propose 
spending all funds on hand in the 
new year. He recommends that 
an amount equal to 10 percent 
of the budget be kept in reserve 
to meet any unforeseen short- 
fall in revenues or unbudgeted 
expenditure. While 10 percent

Greenbelt Crime Figures Are Up 
But Robbery Numbers Decline 


Year-end police crime data 
for the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment provides a mixed bag of 
information — some good, some 
bad. Overall, crime for the year 
was up by almost seven percent 
from the previous year, reversing 
a downward trend during the last 
three years. 

However, the number of rob- 
beries, which had been increas- 
ing in each of the previous four 
years, was down 16.5 percent in 
2007 compared to 2006. Crimes 
against persons were also down 
for the second year in a row, al- 
though this time by less than one 
percent. The four Class I crime 
offense categories for crimes in- 
volving persons are murder, rape, 
robbery and aggravated assaults. 
Class I crimes are the most seri- 
ous crimes. 

All three categories of Class I 
property crimes — breaking and 
entering, larceny and motor ve- 
hicle theft — were up significantly 
this year over the previous year. 
However, the numbers were still 
well below the peak year for 
these crimes. 

The Police Department’s Pub- 
lic Safety 2007 in Review analy- 
sis 18 included in the printed 
proposed budget for the fiscal 
year 2008-2009 document. It

compares Greenbelt data to those 
for the Washington Metropoll- 
tan region of Montgomery and 
Prince George’s County provided 
by the Uniform Crime Reporting 
Program of the Maryland State 
Police; 

For the region, 2007 crime 
was down 3.3 percent compared 
to Greenbelt’s 6.9 percent in- 
crease. Crimes against persons 
decreased by one percent in 
Greenbelt and by 10 percent in 
the region. Property crimes in- 
creased by 8.5 percent in Green- 
belt while a decrease of less than 
one percent was noted for the 
region. 

Greenbelt West, the polic- 
ing area of the department that 
includes Springhill Lake and 
Beltway Plaza, impacted signifi- 
cantly the changes in Greenbelt 
crime data. The analysis credits 
the decrease in robberies to the 
robbery suppression details and 
directed patrol tactics that result- 
ed in investigators and officers 
making significant arrests during 
the year. 

By Area 

The analysis also reported a 
30 percent decrease in robber- 
ies in Greenbelt West for the 
year but a 24 percent increase in 
property crimes. The number of 


reported stolen autos increased 
by 27 percent and breaking and 
enterings by 52 percent. 

Of crimes reported, 195 took 
place in Greenbelt Center, 549 
were in Springhill Lake, 14 were 
at the Greenbelt Metro site, 351 
were in Greenbelt East and 254 
were at Beltway Plaza. 

The public safety analysis 
states: “As reported in the lat- 
est published edition of the an- 
nual state Uniform Crime Report 
(June 1, 2007), the crime rate 
for Maryland was 4.1 victims for 
every 1,000 population. The rate 
[for] Prince George’s County was 
6.9 per 1,000. Greenbelt’s rate 
was 6.0 per 1,000.” 

Closer inspection of all juris- 
dictions within the county shows 
generally that jurisdictions in- 
side the Beltway have a greater 
crime rate than those outside. 
Greenbelt’s rate has historically 
fallen in the middle, reflecting the 
impact of regional forces. 

Other Data 

At 40,083 the number of calls 
for police service in the past year 
was 45 percent greater than for 
2003 and also greater than that of 
any of the other preceding years. 
However, the number of reports

Pedestrian Safety Program 
Gets Tryout in Greenbelt

Members of the Greenbelt 
community, along with represen- 
tatives from the Greenbelt City 
Council, Public Works and the 
Police Department, took part in 
an inaugural pilot workshop for 
pedestrian safety at the Greenbelt 
Community Center on Monday, 
April 7. Funded by the National 
Highway Transportation Safety 
Administration and designed by 
the Highway Safety Research 
Center at the University of North 
Carolina, the Pedestrian Safety 
Workshop: Focus on Seniors aims 
to offer in-depth safety instruc- 
tion for pedestrians and create a 
dialogue between the community, 
policy makers and public servants 
according to program officials. 

“The goal is for users of the 
program to work with agencies 
that can help them make it easier 
to walk, to look at all perspec- 
tives to make improvements and 
have the decision makers in the 
community sitting with the citi- 
zens who have needs,” said Lau- 


ren Marchetti, manager of the 
Highway Safety Research Center. 
‘“We’ve done workshops all over 
the country and this is as good as 
it gets,” she said of the turnout 
for the workshop. “With this 
kind of [government] representa- 
tion, you know the community 
is ready.” 

Greenbelt Mayor Judith F. Da- 
vis, who attended the workshop, 
noted that even though the city 
was designed with pedestrians in 
mind, there was a need for safer 
sidewalks, more sidewalks and 
safer crosswalks. “We need to 
do more,” she said. 

“We think a great deal about 
how to help pedestrian and bi- 
cycle safety. It’s good to hear 
from seniors,” Davis said. 

Crosswalks 

Greenbelt has implemented de- 
signs that offer a safer pedestrian 
experience by installing enhanced 
crosswalks in the areas of Ridge

is the goal, the proposed budget 
anticipates an undesignated fund 
balance of 9.1 percent. 

At this time last year, this 
undesignated fund balance was 
expected to be only 6.1 percent of 
the budget. However, McLaughlin 
estimates that the city will achieve 
a significant budget surplus this 
year — close to $600,000 — that 
will bring the fund balance up. 

No hard and fast rule exists as 
to what the undesignated fund bal- 
ance should be. Prince George’s 
County, which is much larger, 
has a three percent undesignated 
balance. Some other jurisdictions 
also keep their balance lower. 
McLaughlin, however, recom- 
mends 10 percent as the desirable 
cash reserve, an amount tradition- 
ally established for Greenbelt. 

McLaughlin told council that 
when budget difficulties resulted 
in a reduction of this reserve to 
the six percent level, this problem 
was noted by the firms that evalu- 
ate and rate city bonds. Last year 
council approved McLaughlin’s 
recommended plan to raise the 
amount of the undesignated re- 
serve back to 10 percent, a fact 
also noted by the bond rating 
firms that kept the city’s good 
bond rating intact. 

Other Revenues 

McLaughlin noted that vacan- 
cies in office parks within the 
city will reduce revenue from 
the personal property tax, which 
is assessed against business fur- 
nishings and equipment. Two 
major tenants, Hewlett Packard 
and Northrup Grumman, have 
relocated their offices from Green- 
belt to other jurisdictions. Hewlett 


Packard’s relocation has caused 
one entire office building to be- 
come vacant. 

Staff also lowered expectations 
for income tax growth in the new 
year. The FY08 budget estimated 
a three percent growth in income. 
The FY09 budget estimates a two 
percent growth as a result of the 
current slower economy. 

The proposed budget estimates 
the income from the 10 percent 
tax on motel rooms to be less 
than it was in FY07 but more 
than that estimated for the cur- 
rent year. McLaughlin notes that 
actual revenues for the first six 
months of this year have exceeded 
budget projections and that this 
revenue might be underestimated. 
However, the current economic 
slowdown could impact adversely 
on this revenue. Five hotels are 
now located within the city. 

McLaughlin proposes increasing 
the residential refuse collection fee 
by $4 a quarter to raise the annual 
fee to $228. Comparable costs in 
other communities are reported 
to be $392 in Rockville, $310 in 
Prince George’s County and $345 
in Montgomery County. 

This proposed 7.5 percent 
rate increase is expected to yield 
$38,200. Councilmember Leta 
Mach asked if there would be 
a fee for picking up extra large 
loads of trash, such as may oc- 
cur when a home is cleaned out 
before being vacated. McLaughlin 
responded that staff had not yet 
been able to work out a fee basis 
for this service. 

The Recreation Department 
revenue is expected to exceed 
this year’s budget and is budgeted 
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four percent higher for the new 
year. Staff attributes this change 
to the raise in admission fees at 
the Aquatics and Fitness Center 
and the increase in participation 
for Creative Kids and Camp Pine 
Tree. A new program offered, 
a circus camp led by a former 
clown, is also proving a popular 
addition. 

The Red Light Camera pro- 
gram is not resulting in fines equal 
to operating costs. McLaughlin 
estimates revenues at 90 percent 
of cost. Council has often stressed 
that the program is intended to 
make city streets safer, not to raise 
extra revenues. 

Expenditures 

McLauglin and Williams re- 
viewed the Line Item Summaries 
worksheet with council, noting 
some significant changes in ex- 
penditures. 

Part-time wages, primarily in the 
Recreation Department, have had 
to be increased after the increase in 
the federal minimum wage. 

For the second year in a row, 
no increase is expected in health 
insurance costs. This projection 
is based on past city experience. 
A 10 percent decrease in the cost 
of prescription drug benefits for 
employees is also expected. This 
is a city self-insured program that 
has been working well for both 
the city and its employees. 

City liability and property 
insurance and workers com- 
pensation are also expected to 
have lower rates based on good 
city experience, resulting in a 
$150,000 budget reduction. 

The city is locked into fixed 
prices for the purchase of electric-

ity and natural gas for municipal 
buildings. However, transmission 
line costs are still variable and 
subject to possible higher rates. 

The budget proposes a 17 
percent increase for paying the 
cost of gasoline and diesel fuel, 
reflecting a significant rise in 
these costs, exceeding any cost 
savings from the city’s buying 
fuel-efficient vehicles. 

Mayor Judith Davis noted 
that council’s agreement during 
collective bargaining to permit 
police officers living within a 
greater distance from Greenbelt 
to take their vehicles home has 
also added to this budget ex- 
pense. 

Added costs for police officer 
salaries agreed to in collective 
bargaining have been included 
in the appropriate budget ac- 
count. For other employees, a 
proposed three percent salary 
adjustment has been placed in a 
reserve account pending council 
approval.

filed by police officers was the 
lowest it has been in the past 
four years — at 10,471, down 36 
percent since 2004. 

The department also recorded 
the lowest number of adult and 
juvenile arrests since before 2003 
— 631 adult arrests compared to 
872 in 2004 and 191 juvenile ar- 
rests compared to 383 in 2003. 

On the other hand, the num- 
ber of traffic summonses was 
the greatest recorded since 2003 
— at 3,705. Parking tickets 1s- 
sued, 945, were well up from 
the previous year, 527, but well 
below the 1,244 issued in 2005. 
The number of warning tickets is- 
sued was greater than last year’s 
figure (5,871 vs. 4,399) but well 
below the 7,685 issued in 2004. 
Warning tickets and repair orders 
issued, 5,871, were greater than 
those for the previous year but 
lower than for the years 2003, 
2004 and 2005. 

According to the public safety 
analysis provided with the bud- 
get, the clearance rate for cases 
investigated by Greenbelt officers 
was 19 percent. This compares 
to a statewide clearance rate of 
24 percent and a county clearance 
rate of 10 percent. The closure 
rate for Greenbelt increased six 
percent over the previous year. 

The analysis states: “A crime 
is cleared when the police have 
identified the offender, have evi- 
dence to charge and actually take 
the offender into custody. Solu- 
tions to crimes are also recorded 
in exceptional incidences where 
some element beyond police con- 
trol precludes formal charges 
against the offender, such as the 
victim’s refusal to prosecute or 
local prosecution is declined be-

Patrolling 

The number of hours officers 
foot-patrol was up by 40 percent 
(6,071 hours) and the number 
of hours of bicycle patrolling 
was up 48% (644 hours) over 
the previous year. However, the 
number of calls to which K-9 
units (officers with trained dogs) 
responded was down by 37 per- 
cent to 211 calls. 

Traffic accidents, 1,136, were 
down slightly from last year 
and were the lowest since 2003. 
Compared to last year, prop- 
erty damage accidents increased 
slightly but were offset by fewer 
accidents resulting in personal 
injury. For the second year in 
a row, no accidents involving 
fatalities were handled by the 
Greenbelt police. 

According to the analysis pre- 
pared for the budget, the Red 
Light Camera program gener- 
ated 4,074 citations, a 16 percent 
increase over 2006. Friday was 
the day on which drivers most 
frequently violated red lights. 
The most citations were issued 
on northbound Kenilworth Av- 
enue at the Beltway (896) and 
westbound Greenbelt Road at 
Mandan Road (245). 

In 2006, according to the anal- 
ysis, the department completed its 
fifth year of state-mandated track- 
ing of all traffic stops. Officers 
in 2007 made 4,106 stops, seven 
percent fewer than in 2006.

Homespun Ceilidh Concert 
April 12 to Benefit GAC

The Homespun Ceilidh Band 
will perform a Celtic Concert 
at the Greenbelt Arts Center 
(GAC) on Saturday, April 12 at 
8 p.m. Come for an evening of 
lively, toe-tapping music from 
the Celtic tradition that will 
make listeners want to dance and 
feel the joy of life and support 
the GAC. 

The Homespun Ceilidh Band 
began 14 years ago when a group 
of musicians gathered to perform 
a benefit concert for GAC. The 
members decided after the concert 
to continue performing together 
and every year since have put on 
a Celtic Concert featuring music 
from Scotland, Ireland and other 
lands influenced by Celtic music 
along with some Québecois and 
American music. 

The band’s name reflects the 
group’s character — homespun, 
not fancy, and without airs. Cel- 
lidh is a Gaelic word meaning 
“to visit,” so the group considers 
concert attendees their guests and 
wants them to participate in their 
love of making music. 

The band has nine members. 
John Ward, who lived in Green- 
belt for many years and was one 
of the founders of GAC, is the 
leader and plays fiddle. Also on 
fiddle is Becky Ross, who, along 
with Bill Mitchell on hammered 


dulcimer, forms a duo called 
Peat and Barley. Peat and Barley 
will perform some of their own 
music during the concert. Trix 
Whitehall, Ward’s wife, who has 
also been very active in GAC, 
plays percussion and sings. 

Assisting Whitehall on per- 
cussion is Jennifer Lubell, who 
also does Irish step dancing 
during performances. Glenn 
Arthur and Mike Stoddard play 
guitar. Stoddard also plays the 
bouzuki, flute and pennywhistle. 
They are joined by Jim Stimson 
on citern, lute and guitar, when 
his schedule permits. Rounding 
out the band is Felicia Eberling, 
who plays the viola da gamba, 
recorder and occasionally the 
bodhran. 

The Homespun Ceilidh Band 
has made two CDs. “Home,” 
their newest CD, will be offered 
for sale at the concert. Peat and 
Barley has also made two CDs, 
“On the Brink” and “Silver Lin- 
ing,” which will be available for 
purchase at the concert. 

There is a fee. Tickets may 
be reserved through the box of- 
fice at 301-441-8770 or purchased 
(cash or check only) at the box 
office on the night of the concert.

Road and Southway, said Kenny 
Hall, director of Public Works 
for the city. The crosswalks are 
designed to enhance visibility for 
drivers by using yellow slashes 
painted between the white lines of 
the crosswalk, said Hall. Some of 
the community members who at- 
tended are active in senior citizen 
groups and are walkers or had 
been at one time. “It’s [about] 
refreshing your memory. Some- 
times we just take [safety] for 
granted,” said John Henry Jones, 
a Greenbelt resident for 38 years 
and a member of the Golden Age 
Club. “It’s important to pay atten- 
tion when you go for a walk and 
notice things,” said Pearl Siegel, 
member of the Senior Citizens 
Advisory Committee. 

“Greenbelt is one of the best 
there is for walking. There are 
old and bad sidewalks but I think 
making people aware of safety 
issues 1S important,” said Leah 
Warner, Greenbelt resident since 
1955 and chairperson of the Se- 
nior Citizen Advisory Committee, 
which co-sponsored the event with 
the city. 

Pilot Program 

Monday’s workshop was the 


first pilot program in the nation 
to specifically address senior pe- 
destrian safety concerns in an 
environment where city officials 
were on hand to listen and discuss 
concerns, workshop planners said. 
Planners hope to use the feedback 
from this workshop and another in 
Arlington on Tuesday, April 8 to 
modify and improve the program 
before presenting it around the 
country. 

‘A holistic approach recognizes 
community effort to create safe 
environments and the pilot ad- 
dresses this,” said Austin Brown, 
program specialist for the High- 
way Safety Research Center. 

“If we can bring all the stake- 
holders to the table, it’s an op- 
portunity for people to know who 
to talk to and allows people to 
engage in conversations on what 
they can and can’t get from the 
city,” said Brown. 

Greenbelt was chosen as the 
location for the pilot program be- 
cause of its proximity to Washing- 
ton, D.C. and government agencies 
as well as for its reputation as a 
pedestrian-friendly city and con- 
cern about the issue, workshop 
planners said.

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GEAC and Council Reconsider Old Issues

The Greenbelt City Council 
held a stakeholders’ meeting with 
members of the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee (GEAC) 
on April 3. Council and GEAC 
discussed a wide range of issues 
submitted to council in advance 
by GEAC chair Sheldon Gold- 
berg. The meeting was largely 
informational. 

All but three of the issues 
had also been addressed at the 
2007 stakeholders meeting, caus- 
ing Mayor Judith Davis to joke, 
“Maybe we’ll finish some of 
these issues off.” The repeated 
topics ranged from status of a 
playground in Windsor Green, 
newspaper vending boxes, electric 
power aggregation and develop- 
ment in Greenbelt West (Green- 
belt Station, Springhill Lake, 
and Beltway Plaza) to Hanover 
apartments, TV competition, the 
status of the Greenbelt Public 
Works building, the theaters in 
Old Greenbelt and code enforce- 
ment. 

The biggest change reflected 
the national mood, which arose 
from the crisis in the housing 
market that has both slowed de- 
velopment and affected the city’s 












Fiscal Year 2009 budget, coming 
in the middle of an uncertain as- 
sessment cycle. 

Last year, council had confi- 
dently reported that “the city’s 
economy looks healthy. Real 
property reassessed in 2006 and 
the assessable base will grow 
strongly over at least the next 
three years.” This year council 
expressed anxiety and a reluc- 
tance to initiate new programs. 
“We’re just trying to hold on to 
what we have,” the mayor said. 

Council was accommodating to 
the needs of GEAC and offered 
assistance within their power. 
The mayor expressed the general 
principle to the homeowners’ as- 
sociations: “We cannot enforce 
your rules for you if they are 
stricter than ours.” 

Several citizens expressed con- 
cern about Greenbrook Lake. 
A beaver infestation there has 
caused flooding and damage at 
the pond and its surroundings. 
This issue was particularly im- 
portant to two residents of Green- 
brook Village. One of them, 
Joyce Gladston, feared that the 
flood water would cause erosion 
and landslides. The mayor re- 
marked that it is “ironic because 
before it was a pond, it was sup-

posed to be a lake and now you 
have a lake.” Council agreed to 
request support from the county 
on the issue, since the city could 
do nothing directly. 

Election Issue 

Council also addressed the 
issue of the recent letter to the 
city from the ACLU and their 
proposal to elect council mem- 
bers by district rather than by 
the at-large system that had put 
the current council in place. The 
mayor reported that the city’s 
lawyer was to meet with a lawyer 
for the ACLU. She pledged that 
following proceedings would be 
public. 

Davis acknowledged the lack 
of representation from Greenbelt 
West. She said, “Truth of the 
matter is, it’s an all white coun- 
cil. That’s not good. When the 
attorneys talk, there will be open 
worksessions.” 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
declared that a referendum would 
“probably decide” the districting 
issue. “It wouldn’t be fair for 


us to draw our own districts,” he 
added. 

“But the districts as drawn [by 
the ACLU proposal] are also un- 
acceptable. One has nothing but 
the national park,” Davis said.
